It is exceedingly difficult to know exactly what 
course this showld be encouraged to take up, in view of 
his seryseest Gisabilities. I have this morning discussed 
the qos matter of your letter with Dr. Moore, our Acti 
Cupesss ent of Medical Services. Dr. Moore is not at al 
enthusiastic about the suggestion that this boy should become 
@ barber, Indians, eas a rule, have « poor utation for 
Cleanliness and with this handicap coupled with his physical 
disabilities, Dr. Moore and I doubt very much if he could 
succeed in making @ living as a barber, We are mages eorgee 
somewhat in that we do not know the extent of his disabil- 
ities, For example, Dr. Moore was anxious to know if this 

used crutches. Everything considered, we are inclined 
to think that he should be permitted to remain at the Brandon 
School for angther year and perhaps encouraged to take up 
studies in Grade 9, possibly by correspondence, An attempt 
should be made also to improve his pareteet condition. It is 
noted Dr. Ridge is of the opinion that the boy would not 
stend up to a 6 wonths' course in competition with other 
workers. 


Would it be possible to have this enrolled 
as an apprentice in @ boot and shoe repair establishment in 
mY Ghould he prove successful in his Grade 9 studies, 
would it be ssible for him to learn typing?

Right todey these different people of different 
Countries ere doing fine - they run their own machinery and 
their Government, ond I am sure they were taught how to run 
these things. I don't say ean indien should try to get to run 
his own Government, but to get him to help out his country more 
through his studies. 


Like toiay for instence right «t The Pas here 
Indien Boys tried to volunteer, but they come beck almost for 
the same thing - not enough education - cant telk mnglish or 
write English. They are healthy enough to be able to stand 
Army life, and of course there are others thet ere Medical 
unfit, to be in the Army. 


Therefore, I would numbly ask the indian Dept. 
to consider this for us, end help to make our beloved Canade 
& better Country, through giving us Indians more educeatian. 

I hed a talk with the Primcipal of Elkhorn Indian Seheol about 
this matter, and I found out thet M.S.C.C. had quite a lot to 
do with the Indien education, and I point out to hin. 


If it wald be poesible if the Indien Dept. and 
M.S.C.C. would give us e separate High School just for Indians 
alone, so I would be very much obliged. If the Indian Dept. 
would consider this for us; elso I heve brought thie up before 
several Indian Dept. Officials such as Indien Agent of The Pes, 
Indien Agency, but no one seems to shake a leg. But the reason 
I quite determined to put this through direct to you. I think 
I got right to «sk for this as I em one of them that try to do what 
the Indian Lept wentse en Indien to do to send their Children to 
Sehool.

Fortunately, the Indian Act is very clear in such 
eases. Section 1, reads as follows:~- 


“Any Indien women who marries any person other 
than an Indien, or « non-treaty Indian, shall cease to be 
an Indien in every respect within the meaning of this Act, 
exeept that she shall be entitled to share equally with 
the members of the band to which she formerly belonged, 
in the annual or semi-annual distribution of their annuities, 
interest moneys and remts....«++++" 


Therefore, the Regional Director of Family Allowances 
has acted quite correctly with regard to stopping the family 
@liowances of these children. They are of non-Indian status and 
should attend your schools. In thie regard you might be interested 
in the monthly report form now used in our Indien day schools. I

Hic father has also been 
to see we and has ascured we thet it is his wish alco. 


I would have written you earlier about this 
metter, but felt thet it wag wise to try some more 
positive indieation that Hap leon not only shed to continue 
hie educetion, but had the willpower and stamine to stert 
back to school, after being ©beent for over s yeer, and with 
severel veeke Of work to citch up on in all his classes. 


He was allowed to start to High School on 
February Iith, and he hae already chown good re-vults. He is 
really ap lying himself. {[ .nderetand that on his first test 
in French he hed no mistakes. One evening lact week I offered 
him the ch*nce to attend a hockey mame, but he preferred to 
continue working on hie arsignments in Mathemetics and History. 
All this certainly >eems to speak sell for the boy's atility 
and interest in continuing hie etucation. 


I feel thet I am now warranted to apply for 
the grant paid for High School students to be paid for Napoleon 
Prince, and to request that he be agein adeitted as a resident 
pu-il to thie aghool. I firmly believe that he will continue 
his education, at least to the completion of High Seheol.

Your letter of June 9 was held pending my return 
to Ottawa from an inspection trip. The only clue I can 
ffer as to the course mentioned by the Indien girl is 
that two years ago we ran, with the Department of 
National Health and Welfare such a course for girls

I digcovered during the past term that the 
grant of $7.50 monthly was insufficient to take care of the 
cost of maintaining a High School student. The cost per 
student of books, athletic and other fees, instruments, and 
necersary incidental expenses was in excese of $100.00 per 
student. I have requested the amount of $100.00 per student. 


The two students who completed their respective 
years in Kenora High Sohool during the I948-49 term made quite 
decent marks. Orpha Mandamin completed Grade IX obtai ning 
second class honours. Sam Kopinesse completed Grade J obtaining 
third class honours. Both these students wish to contime their 
atudies. I recommend that they be allowed to do so. 


This year we will be faced with a very acute 
problem - that of accommodating all our pupils. The fact that 
several of our pupile expect to be returning to attend Hi School 
makes this situation even more than usually difficult. Of couse, 
if we are to assist our better pupile - those who have passed 
their Entrance requirements - to stay here while continuing to 
attend High School, mme provision should be made for separate 
espace for them for study. That is almost imposrible in this 
building where every nook and cranny has already been put to some 
necessary use. For that very reason I am very anxious to make 
some arrangement for some of these High School students to board 
in Kenora while attending High School. 


“he lack of adequate spsce to provide for them in 
this school is a sufficient reason for considering this course of 
procedure. Added to that is another reason which carries even 
more weight. At about the age that these young people are ready 
to bein attending High School, it is very important thet they 
begin to mix socially with white people. Also it is important that 
they escape from the “institutional” atmosphere which of necesrity 
permeates a residential school. They need to be allowed more 
freedom than can be permitted in a residential school containing 
younger children who must for obvious reasons be subjected to 
pretty rigid divcipline. I believe that this can bert be done 
by allowing them to board in white homes. 


ae re In gite of the fect that my experience with 
thie,race has been very limited, I can alaim to have some 
evidence to support the view state’ above. During our holidaye 
my wife and I took two pupils from thie school with us. "hen we 
vieited friends of ours they accompanied us. In less than a month 
the extent to which they had begun to lose the sense of inferi- 
ority, and had begun to epeak freely among white people, was truly 
aparing. 
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If we are to errange for some of these 
etudente to board in Kenora while attending High Sehool, then 
we are going to require more than the amount of the regular per 
capita grant to meinteain them. No student can board in Kenors 
today for much less than $12.00 per week. 


I mould very much like to arréenge for 
a few of our students to board during the coming term. If it is 
felt that this is an experiment of doubtful value, may | 
eugeest that I be athorised to make arrangements for not more 
than two of our pupils to board in Kenore thie year. I have 
already discussed the possibility in one suitable home, but of 
course am unable to state definitely that there is a home 
availeble, until authorized to make nececsary arrangements. 


May I stress the necessity for giving 
this matter fair consideration. Even with much more space 
available than we have in this gohool, our Hyeb School students 
are not being given as good an opportunity to succeed as the 
average English-speaking student. They begin High School 
with many hendiceps. If we are to expect them to succeed, then 
we must be prepered to make some additional expenditures. If 
our cresent students find things too difficult, we can hardly 
expect their followers to be enthusiartic. 


Please give this matter the consideration 
which it seems to warrant.

We have your letter of October 4th, 
your file 129/25-8, enclosing @ copy of a letter 
received from the Principal of the Cecelia Jeffrey 
Indian Residentiel School with regerd to Sammy 
Kopines°e and Orphe Mendamin, who are attending 
the Cecelia Jeffrey Residential Sehool. 


We heve carefully noted the contents 
of both letters, and we have no doubt thet Mr. Ross 
is interested in the welfare of the two pupils 
mentioned. I feel thet you should assure him thet 
Departmentel officials ere also interested. 


We showed our interest in these two 
children by the instructions contained in the 2nd 
paragraph of official letter of September 9th to 
Mr. Roses. Our experience, covering many yeors, 
proves thet when @ residential school is situated 
close to a high school, the best possible manner 
of having the Indian children attend the high school, 
is to have them reside et the residential school and 
attend the high school «s day pupils. By doing so, 
the Department is assured that their leisure hours 
will be properly spent, as they will then come under 
the supervision of the residential school steff. 
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We cannot agree with you or Mr, Ross thet for 
the purpose of overcoming the inferiority complex 
of Indian children, it is necessary to have them board 
with white people. I might add that it would 
simply be impossible to hendle the matter as suggested 
by Mr. Ross from a finenciel standpoint. We inferred 
this in our letter of September 9th, in which it wes 
stated that either the children remained in the 
residential school and the school management drew 
the grant plus an additional amount of $75.00, or 
the children were discharged from the school. 


It is hoped thet Mr. Ross will see the 
necessity for close supervision of the children 
during their leisure hours, ani carry out the 
wishes of the Department by heving the children reside 
at the Cecelia Jeffrey School.

It is very unfortunate that this young man 
feels that he does not possess the required’ dispositions 
for priesthood, but he is most anxious to complete his 
Grade XII, at the Juniorate Sdmonton, which would en- 
able him to gain admittance to University or even to 
get better positions, should he not be able to continue 
his studies for lack of financial assistance. As it 
is, Joseph cannot get @ position anywhere, as his 
standing is not high enough, and as for working on 4 
farm or as a labourer he does not know the first thing 


about it. I consider thet he will be a charge to us 


as he has no me and no people to go to. 

I wish that the Department wo ld recon 
his case. The boy appears to me very serious and 
honest. He is quite clever too, he is only 17 yrs. 
sld and has completed his grade XI. He talks good 
English and French and he is a very studious pupil, 
highly praised by all his teachers for his good conduct 
and excellent work at school. 


Harry Thomas is now 21 yrs. 1d. He is at 
present at Lebret, studing for priesthood nder the aus- 
pices of the Oblate Fathers, and therefore, he will not 
revuire further financial assistance from the Department.

Attached hereto please find letter from Peter Greszchuk, 
Solicitor of Edmonton, dated the 15th instant, re Paul Sound, a treaty 
Indian residing on a reserve near Kinuso, Alberta, who is desirous of 
sending his children who ere 10 and § years respectively to the school 
in the town of Kimso and he wishes to be advised as to whether it is 
possible for a treaty Indian to send his children to a town school. 


The question submitted to the Department is difficult to® 
answer end if answered et all mist be in the broadest termse An Indian 
living on the reserve is a denizen of the Province in which he resides 
and has #11 the rights and liabilities of » white person. There are, of 
course, definite restrictions under the Indien Act where an Indian is 
living within a reserve. 


In so far as Paul Sound's children's school attendance is 
concerned it would seem that as he owms property in the town and it is 
assumed his taxes are paid, he should have the seme school privileges as 
other property holders in the minicipalitye On the other hand it has 
been held in a British Columbia case that there is no duty cast upon a 
school board to receive within its schools children who are not resident 
within ite own minicipal district. 


Ae the question Mr. Gresgchuk asks is one that deals with 
Alberta law it is not felt that any information which we can give him 
would be very helpful other than the statement that an Indian within the 
Province has, for all practice] purposes, the same rights as a white il 
person.

having Indien ehildren attend our own residentiel 
schools where they receive every possible care and 
attention, as well as « education. For varied 
or serious reasons en fan might be permitted to 
send his children to an outside scheol, but in all 
such eases we require a definite recommendation from 
the Indian t or the Inspector of Indian agencies 
ané in eddition we would only alloy such procedure on 
the distinct understanding % the children would 
attend the white school regulerly. We heve found in 
many cases that parents use the exouse of wishing to 
send their children to a white school s y to avoid 
sending them to any school. Im other wo 
give our permission to send them to a white school 
some Indian ts enroll the child at the white 
eehool and the child seldom, if ever, attends. 
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If you have any requests by Indians 
residing on a reserve to send their children to @ 
white school rather then to the Indian residential 
schools provided for them, you should submit all 
eases to this office giving full partioulars and 
at the same time mak @ recommendation.

Dear'!Mr. Hoey: 


Our Public Works are not progressing nearly as fast as I would 
desire. They are putting up the fafters to-day. Fortunately we have 
had marvellous weather and the men were able to keep up the work. 
They have made many 4 white man lie in this that they kept going. 

I doubt however that we will be able to use the building before 
next Spring. 


As regards this building which is to be our Factory, our Store, 
our Warehouse and all, it is considered here as 4 very large buil 
ding. It is large for a log house and it rather embarassed the 
contractors..-nence the delay. So far, it has cost the people 
$875.00 which they have been able to raise in this pityfel settlemnt 
of Grousrd. The revenues have come from the profits of their 
Co-operative ($500.00). The balance4 was procured by them and from 
them through donations, socials and bingos. We have our weekly meetings 
of the Co-operative in which they discuss their problems(Indian way) 
put which is left entirely to them to find the means and ways by 
which they are to complete the project they have undertaken with 
considerable interest. At every meeting I propose to put off the 
completion of the pbuilding till next Spring at which time we may 
have more funds, but I am voted down every time. And that is the 
way it goes. May I add that this has been entirely an Indian 
enterprise. I have permitted no White Man to butfin at any time nor 
under any consideration. There were some who would have gladly helped 
and the Indians would have gladly accepted their services but I 
strictly refused. The Indians would have been glad to shun the 
responsibility of the project, though, just as children, they would 
have been sorry to see anyone else but themselves get the credit of 
the same. If Indians are Minors, as we So often say, it is our job 
to educate them to become adults...and it is great time that we do 
so. This education can only be given by giving them responsabilities. 
The work is not as good and it has cost us more eeebut a thousand A 
dollars is not much in education, surely. It appears to me that we 
have always treated them like babies and..-babies they have remained 
to this day. In any case, this project has worked wonders amongst 
them. It has given them a sense of pride, honesty and sociability. It 
has given them a common interest which they feel now will be kept 
up in this environement as it keeps on developping. It has done 
away with a lot of grumbling that is bound to spring from idle minds. 
The workers have been criticized publicly at our meetings, by their 
own people for being just what we think they are: to slow, too easy 
going, too careless...and perhaps, not tops in their business. The 
workers themselves realize it now. They say: "if we were to start th e 
building over again, we would'nt do it that way or that...etc...etc." 
Yes, they have made mistakes...but White Men make mistakes also. In 
any case, they are uite happy about it all...end that's a lot. 


We have no more funds however, and the workars will have 

to wait for their pay next Saturday. How is it going to turn out, I 
' " "es 7 

don't know. I really think they have been fleeced of all the penies 
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they had here in Grouard, 50 I don't know where the next funds are 
going to come from. It may be that finally we will have to stall the 
work till next Spring. I will certainly not allow them to take any m 
more out of the Store. That is dangerously low as it is now, They 
spoke of borrowing some and I told them to go ahead if they wished 
but that they would have to back it up themselves staking their 
horses, wagons, houses etc,etc. They were not particulerly fussy 
about doing that. 


May I add that the Old Pupils are really the ones who are 
pushing this project. They see and say thet their children may 
profit by it. That is quite a step. It also has given them an 
incentive to better their homes. Three buildings ere actually going «ff 
here now and four or five families have had the ambition to get 
Wall Paper to decorate their houses. In some cases this Wall Paper 
had to be pasted on logs. It was'nt bad at that. I had the privilege 
to help some of them out in putting up this paper and develop¢ a 
very sore back. They are quite proud of their work. 


I don't want you to think, Mr.Hoey, that Grovard has 
become a Paradise, however. There is a lot of corruption among the 
people yet though these activities have helped to correct some of 
it. But I do hope that the Mounted Police will helpa me with some 
of the hopless cases. In any case, there is a lot of work to do yet 
and it will teke more than a year to do it. What really matters, 

I feel, is that we try to do it and do it the right way. 


The Old Pupils miss Sister Jean a great deal. They simply 
wont accept the idea that she is not to come back. She was really 
one "of a thousand" as far as they were concerned and they have 
reasons to think this treatment is not fair. Herin, ea copy of a 
letter sent to the Superior General of the Sisters of Providence. 
It speaks for itself. 


Rrdon me for being so lengthy...yet much more could 
be said.

fulfilled. And when after this terrible war is over, some of her old 
timers who return and those who still live on may come hack to ea happy 
re union with our dear friend and teacher sister Jean Plecidus, in our 
elc school.

Your letter of November 15, 1943, was, immed- 
iately Soh lowe its receipt here, sent forward to 
the Departmental Solicitor. 


I am today in receipt of 6 memorandua from the 
Solicitor, which reads in part as follows:~- 


*The question submitted to the Department is 
difficult to answer and if answered at all must be in 
the broadest terms. An Indien living on the reserve is 
a denizen of the province in which he resides end has 
all the rights and liabilities of a white person. There 
are, of course, definite restrictions under the Indian 
Act where an Indian is living within a reserve. 


®In so far a8 Paul Sound's children's school 
attendance is concerned it would seem that as he owns 
property in the town and it is assumed his taxes are paid, 
he should have the same school privileges 4s other property 
holders in the municipality. On the other hand it has been 
held in a British Columbia case that there is no duty cast 
upon @ school board to receive within its schools children 
who are not resident within its om municipal district. 


®as the question Mr. Gresschuk asks is one that 
deals with Alberte law it is not felt that any information 
whieh we can give hia would be very helpful other then the 
statement that an Indian within the province has, for all 
practical purposes, the same rights as & white person."

The rea- 
sons given by Mr. Lawrence &re not sound, as Tf ve visited some of 
these Schools previous to being employed 4s Indian Agent, and I 
have visited the one at Jouseard since being enployed ae ent, abd 
IT have found out that #11 children are well cared for, as for Food, 
clothing and cleanliness. From past experience, I would say that 
the children attending the Indian Residential Schools, are gener@lly 
in an unhealthy condition at the opening of the school term, and it 
generally takes & little time before to improve their state of health. 


I do not reccommend this application, but IT am leaving 
this matter entirely for your decision, and will abide by it.

Dear Mr. Hoey: 


I had always hoped that I would be getting pictures 
of the new building and send them along to you when writing, but 
these have not come yet and I do not wish to delay any longer to 
give you news of our project. 


The new building is nearly completed though very 
roughly. We had hoped to move in on the first anniversary of our 
Co-Operative, i.e. on the lst of February, but we have been unable 
to do so. In the meantime, we are still working in the basement of 
the school where we operate our store. There are 6 women at work 
in the leathercrafts down here; they, as well as the employees in 
the construction of the building, are all old pupils. I remember 
your stressing the importance of employing old pupils and I did not 
think at the time that that would be possible but I find that it 
works out very much to your satisfaction. Five of the girls who 
are now working here were at school last year. When we get well 
started, we hope to be able to train girls who are presently at 
school. We are producing right now under very unfavourable cir- 
cumstances. The new building will afford us a much better oppor- 
tunity to produce. Our greatest difficulty then will be to find 
sufficient funds to get raw material. 


At our meeting last Saturday the yearly financial 
report of the Co-Operative was given. As compared to the $15.00 
with which we started last February, we find we now have assets 
to the amount of $5000. Our. liabilities including shares amount to 
$3670. leaving us a net credit balance of $1330. Nevertheless 
we are short of cash owin the construction in progress. The 
people, however, are very; tisfied and beginning to understand 
that they might be able to do something if they stick together, 
save and work. All in all things are going very well with then. 

It will be a very very tough pull for some months until such time 

as we have enough capital to purchase stocks in sufficient quantities, 
and in due time with their comprehension of the work I hope we will 
be able to manage. 


As soom as I do get pictures of the building, I shall 
send them on to you.

This boy originally arrived here when we first opened 
the hospital in January, 1946, extremely 111 with Advanced 
fuberculosis involving his lungs ac well as his knee, leg and 
arm. For a long time we thought that he was going to die, 
bat he eventually improved and we amputated his left leg above 
the knee to get him back to normal. Since then he has done 
very well and has remained well for the past eight months. 


This boy is anxious to try to increase his educational 
standard and, if possible, obtain clerical work. He roughly 
has a grade six etanding and it was indicated by the Provincial 
Rehabilitation Officer who saw him thet he would require at 
least @ grade eight before much could be done to help his. 


We wondered if the Department in Ottawa would deem 
it advisable to try to help this boy further hie education and 
give hin training as @ clerk 60 that he could carry on and earn 
hie own living in spite of his @isability. If thie cannot be } 
done this boy will be « public charge for the rest of his life 
and it would be rather tragic to feel that we couldn't do some- | 
thing, at his age, to make him a worthwhile and respectable 1 
Indian. —

If he could be persuaded to continue 
his formal education I believe he could become a very useful 
and happy citizen. The staff at the Charles Camsell Hospital 
Edmonton, has I believe, attempted to persuade Leo to continue 
his education but I believe that he has been persuaded against 
his will. His present ambition is to operate an elevator in 
an office building in pdmonton. He is very interested in the 
opposite sex; quite a natural urge considering he has no 
outlet in physical activity. His mother states that Leo would 
be happy as an elevator operator because he would see Plenty 
of girls. 


Leo is very enamoured with city life. I sugcested that he 
attend school at Canyon Creek or at St. Bruno's Residential Schod 
at Joussard and that, when he had comple*ed Grade 9 or Grade 10, 
he could attend a Business College in Edmonton. He showed 
little real interest in my sugrestion. He said though, that he 
would work very hard at his studies if he were allowed to attend 
school in Edmonton. I told him that he would be much older and 
much taller than the children in a Grade & clases in a city school 
and that he would feel rather out of place, but he seems determined 
to return to Edmonton regardless of the hariships. 


In reply to my question regarding his interest in reading, 
Leo s&é@d that his eyes gave him considerable pain after he had 
read for any length of time.

Am writing you to-day regarding the question of the 
children. 


We can't seem to any arrangements with Fr. Tessier; 
so am making a direct appeal to you, and see if you can 
make some suitable arrangements for us. You can see any 
Father or person around here regards to us, if you wish. 
We are honest and decent people striving to make a home 
and living for our children. 


Both my husband and myself are oprosed to the children 
beine put in the Vission. He seems to think it's the only 
way and insists on our putting the children in. virst off, 
despite the material eain end understanding all advantages, 
we feel that the children's place is at home. We are not 
rich, ‘tis true, but we've manag-d to keep the family 
together @o far and our ambition is to build a good home and 
provide a good education for the children. The children 
attend school rerularly, with the exception of days of illness. 
We are living richt at the very doorstep of the Mission, and 
don't see any sense of being forced to put them in. If we 
were any distance away for the ehildren's schooling we'd 
never hesitate put*ing them there; >but this way I can't see 
any point in it.

According to 
Father Tessier, Princival, these children attended school 
for three years as day pupils and the school received no 
remuneration for tuition. Again this year Mr. Giroux 
wishes to have his children attend the Grouard School as 
day pupils but the principal is of the opinion that the 
school should receive paypents for tuition. 


I visited the Giroux home yesterday. The house is @ 
frame building with insul-bric on the exterior. The 
interior is clean and well furnished. The Girouxs take 
much interest in their childrens' welfare,and the famibdy 
life seems to be wholesome. The mother is well educated, 
as is shown by the enblosed copy of her letter which was 
written by Mrs. Giroux hergself. 


I recommend that the Department of Mines and Resources, 
Indian Affairs Branch, pay the Grouard R.C. Indian Residential 
School ae per day for the tuition of the Giroux children; 
the abi mount being from the scale of tuition paymente 
which has been adopted by the provincial Department of 
Education.

Schools Nos. 2 and 3 - it may be thet the fuel con- 
sumption of these will be up as the heaters are now 
burning continusily - whereas previously, before their 
inetallation,the stoves were only heated in the morning. 
However, since the inetalletion of the booker heaters 
the echoole are much more comfortable for the children 
to sit in all dey long.

You might request the co-operation of the 
teacher by arranging to have the children sweep and 
dust class rooms and relieve the janitor of a certain 
amount of work. We feel thet all parties concerned 
should co-operate in this matter. If our suggestion 
is followed out in the above pogeri. the amount of $100. 
a year for the janitor appears us to be ample.

The above two-roomed school is at present being taught 
by Mr. R. Woollam (senior Room) and Mr. L. Leighton who are 
living together in the Mission Mouse at Kiepiox and in their 
absence during school hours there is nobody to keep the fires 
going. They have asked me if I can supply them with 3} tons 
of coal at a cost of $15 per ton. 


There does not seem to be any clear definition of 
Departmental policy in this respect but I have been in the 
habit of permitting teachers to make use of school fuel 
in their residences in view of the hitherto inadequate 
salaries. in this case vr. Woollam is receiving $1260 p-a. 
and vr. Leighton $1000 and I would recommend that we might 
supplement thie by offering these young men their coal and 
light. I have already given them some wood but this of course 
will not keep the fires in during their absence and i would 
suggest that a small supply of coal, not exceeding 3} tons 
be made available at their residence; also @ supply of Gasoline 
or Coal Oil for lighting. will you kindly let me know your 
decision in this matter.

I refer to Mr. Phelan's letter of March 20th con- 
cerning the above. I feel that it would not be desirable 
to have the matter of tuition fees reviewed with the Depart- 
ment of Education in Victoria. 


At the beginning of the current academic year 
Inspector Davey called upon the Deputy Minister of the 
Department of Education for 5.0, with regard to other matters 
and on this occasion the Minister of his own initiative 
brought up this matter and expressed the opinion that our 
Department should assume the full cost for the education 
of Indian children in Provincial schools. “e was not aware 
apparently that the present rate of $35.00 a year for elemen- 
tary pupils was ean amount found satisfactory by the Trustees 
Association of B.C. in 1945. He maintained that since 
education of Indian children was the responsibility of the 
Dominion Government our Department should bear the total 
cost and that the present grant of $35.00 a year was most 
inadequate. In support of this he produced the Public School 
Reports for several years showing that the present cost of 
educating children in the Provincial schools was in excess 
of $100.00 per year. 


At the present time the highest grant paid by the 


16 
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Department to any school poard in B.C. for elementary educa- 
tion is $65.00 per pupil per year. This represents the totel 
cost less the Provincial grant. 


It is suggested that in those cases where a school 
board requests the payment of tuition fees amounting to the 
per capita cost the Department meet this request and that the 
School 3o0ard concerned be asked to submit with their account 
a break down of these costs. 


It might be pointed out that the Provincial School 
Act requires that a School District shall not charge another 
School District for tuition fees in excess of the difference 
between the actual cost and the Provincial grants. This is 
a new section of the Act and has given rise to the form used 
in the case of the children of Mitchell Dennis. 


Your further comment on this matter will be 


appreciated.

With reference to Mr. Phelan's note attached to the 
enclosed letter - which is being returned as requested - 
I wish to advise that Mrs. Buddrus was informed at the time 
she commenced duties as teacher of the Moricetown Indian Day 
School that she would receive an allowance of $6.00 per 
school month for janitor services, Although scrubbing of the 
school floor was not specifically mentioned, it was presumed 
that Mre. Buddrus would have accepted this as part of the 


jamitor services as teachers have done in all other schools of 
this agency. She received a cheque for $6.00 for september 
which should have been sufficient evidence of the monthly 
payment for this work. I have received one letter from Mrs. 
Buddrus, who has been advised in this matter when the subject 


was discussed some two weeks ago. 


During the time the last teacher was at mMoricetowm, the 
Indians took advantage of her generosity in this regard and 
I am certain she paid more to them than she herself received, 
I did not know that anything like $6.00 was paid for scrubbing 
a floor, which could be done in under 4hours.
